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1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. The specification is objected to because of the following informality: the 
continuation information must be updated to reflect issue of the parent '565 application 
as U.S. Patent No. 6,638,722. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 36-42, 47-53, and 55-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by any one of Burgoyne US 5,496,562, US 5,756,126, or US 5,972,386. 

These claims are drawn to a method of amplifying a DNA sample on a solid 
medium, comprising precipitating the DNA sample on the solid medium and subjecting 
the precipitated DNA to DNA amplification to produce amplified DNA products. 

Each of the Burgoyne patents discloses the claimed methods. In the '562 patent, 
see entire document, especially Example 3, wherein a blood sample stored on filter 
paper is treated and DNA therein is amplified by PCR. Although the patent does not 
use the term "precipitating", one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize from 
textbook knowledge that the treatment of the DNA sample with Solution B in Example 3 
would result in precipitation of the DNA on the filter paper. In the '126 patent, see 
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especially columns 3-7 and 9-17. In the '386 patent, see especially columns 2-7, 9-12, 
and 19-21. 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 54 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over any one 
of the above-mentioned Burgoyne patents, in view of Perlin (US 5,604,100). 

This claim is drawn to the method as described and rejected above, further 
wherein the DNA sample includes YAC DNA, cosmid DNA, phage DNA, P1 DNA, or 
BAC DNA. 

Burgoyne does not disclose the use of such DNA in the methods. 

The noted DNA types were conventional reagents in the art at the time of the 
invention, as taught in Perlin (see, for example, column 8, lines 32-61). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to apply any one of the 
noted DNA types in the method of Burgoyne because these were well known DNA 
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reagents with well known benefits and advantages (Perlin). It would have been prima 
facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to carry out the 
claimed method.
